Grigsby immediately told 
the commissioners he, "will have to withdraw as 
finance director in charge of personnel." 

Grigsby had earlier told the commissioners the 
city needs a city manager because he didn't feel he 
could perform his duties as an administrator when 
he has the responsibility but not the authority. 

Hes not going down with a sinking ship,” Grigsby 


said. 

Grigsby, before being appointed to his post 
shortly after the city election in 1975, had held both 
the offices of city commissioner and finance director 
in earlier terms. 

Grigsby had asked for, ‘and received a vote of 
confidence from the commissioners in November in 
a workshop session following :a stormy regular 
meeting when Commissioners Woodrow “Woody” 
O'Neal, Vernita Cox and J.S. "Jay" Smith joined a 
crowd of disgrunteled citizens making complaints 
about Grigsby's performance. 

After presenting his report Tuesday night on 
federal aid thé city can expect over the next year, 
Grigsby told.the commissioners he wants to "phase 


city manager, Grigsby said he would still stay long 
enough to assure a smooth transition but urged the 
commissioners to advertise for a city manager if 
they weren't satisfied with him. 

“T believe we should go ahead and advertise for a 
city manager, Mayor Tanner said and the 
commission actually started to vote on that motion, 
made by Commissioner Billy Wells and seconded by 
Smith before the vote was interrupted by a decision 
to delay action until the matter could be discussed 
in a workshop session Monday night. ` 

The interruption came when City Clerk Virginia 
Walker began polling the commission on the 

uestion of advertising for a new r. Mrs. 

x was the first polled and she voted in favor but 
then asked if the city could afford a city manager. 

“I think,” Tanner said, “we ought to ask if the city 
can afford not to have a manager.” 

Grigsby said the commission should think in 
terms of paying $20,000 a year, considering the 
city's size, anticipated growth and the amount of 
federal.money to manage. 

“I feel we're at a crossroads,” Grigsby said. “This 
city can grow in the next few years like nothing 
you've ever seen. We could reval Belle Glade in a 
few years.” 

But he warned that he also feels federal agencies 
are going to become more selective under the 
Carter administration about which cities get pants, 3 
based largely on the responsibility with which they 
have handled funds in the past.

He. commented that large 
number of dropouts have found 
that they-don't have the tools to 
earn a living in modern society 
without some form of education 
and iraining and have received 
that training through one or more 
CAMP programs. - 

Another area of aid falls into 
support, Ford said, and includes 
the three day care centers CAMP 
operates or has operated, at the 
Okeechobee Center, in Pahokee 
and in Lake Harbor, caring for an 
estimated 500 children during the 
day so the mothers can earn a 
living. . 

Other support programs include 
an emergency food program in 
which migrants can receive 
emergency food vouchers while 
qualifying for more permanent aid 
for finding jobs. 

The Migrant Talent Search 
program, Ford said, consists o 
finding schools, whether college or 
technical, for high school gradu- 
ates who are members of families 
involved in farm labor. 

He said that about 2,000 
youngsters have taken advantage 
of this program in the five years 
he has been with CAMP, including 
the ones he said have received 


CAMP 


Glades, Ford reminisced over his 
five-year career with CAMP and 
what it’s offered to western Palm 
Beach County. 

“There is no other program in 
the state,” he said, “which is set 
up specifically to handle the 
problems CAMP does. I think it 
will be an injustice to the migrant 
workers in the state if the 
Department of Labor doesn't fund 
these programs somehow, either 
through CAMP or some other 
agency." 


Ford said there are apparently 
no plans afoot now by the USDL 
to provide for the cohtinuation of 
any of the programs sponsoredby 
CAMP up until last week. 

He said the programs include a 
variety of services to agricultural 
workers, including direct aid and 
indirect aid as well as programs 
designed to get its clients out of 
farm work for good. 

He said the primary job of 
CAMP has been providing jobs, 
through one of three progrms 
which include direct job placement 
in the areas the client has been 
involved in before, an on-the-job- 
training program which involves 
helping pay the way of a client 
while he learns a new skill while 
working for an employer and 
classroom training.

over the past 45 days, crops can be affected to the point they 
don't mature when they're suppose to. 

But unless the farmer is aware of the effects of radiation on 
plants, Dr. Allen said, he may attempt to compensate by 
applying more fertilizer, adding water or taking other, 
sometimes costly, steps. 

One such instance, he said, happened when growers in Hawaii 
couldn't figure.out why sugar cane grown on the slopes of 
mountains, under the shade of more clouds, didn't grow as fast or 
as tall as cane in lowlands, where more sunlight was received. 

He said it was only after a considerable amount of expensive 
experimentation that the reason for the difference in growth 
could be found. 

"That's why knowing the effects of radiation on his crops won't 
make money for a farmer,” he said, “but it could save him 
thousands of dollars.”

But the demands that FP&L pay for 
independent studies to offset its own 
experts' testimony goes a bit far and the 
demand that FP&L ,sbsidize residents on 
fixed income so they could be provided a 
minimum amount of energy could be argued 
either way. Usually, welfare is considered a 
function of the state. 

Probably the hardest part of any solution to 
be offered, and it will probably be a part of 
any solution that will work, is that we'll all 
probably have to learn tö live with the fact 
there will be some things we won't be able to 
afford and some of those things include what 
we now consider toi be necessities. 

But unless someone comés through with a 
major breakthrough, that will probably be 
something. we'll--have- tob-learn-to’ live 
with.. and not on any short-term basis either: 

There was no problem as long as we had 
cheap oil to make cheap energy but the day of 
cheap oil has apparently gone the same way 
as the day of burning our own garbage and 
trash in the back yard. 

One thing we found out during the 
so-called ''gas crunch”’ a couple of years ago, 
however, was that special dispensation was 
given to farmers. If things do get as tight as 
the experts say they will, that’s something all 
Glades residents have an interest in pro- 
tecting. 

It’s something to think about now, before 
someone in Washington decides farming 
isn’t a priority.

A lot of people who do nbt have a 
large place to grow large plants 
e making a terrarium or dish 
garden and certainly there is room 
lor one of these in everyone's 
home. Terrariums are little minia- 
ture gardens that are enclosed in 
glass which can either be opened at 
the top or completely closed. 

Terrariums are relatively easy 
to set up and if prepared properly 
they can be enjoyed for-a number 
of years. In terrariums you can 


grow many types of delicate plants 
that would be difficult to grow out 


out of the soil and help keep it 
drained. 

After the gravel layer has been 
placed carefully in the bottom of 
the container a several inch layer 
of sterilized soil mixture should be 
added. It is very important that 
the mixture used for terrariums be 
sterilized since if it is not usually 
the plants will get infected by 
diseases relatively. easily. After 
the soil mixture has been put in 
make sure that it is packed down 
gently. If you desire you may 
shape it into slopes or depressions 
to give a more unique type of 
effect. 

Next you must select the plants 
that will be going into this type of 
planter. Most garden supply stores 
and retail nurseries carry a wide 
range of foliage plants and almost 
all of these can be grown sucessflly 
in terrariums. It is very important 
if you intend to keep your 
terrarium for a long period of time 
that you -use plants that are 
compatible, It is very foolish to mix 
plants together that have widely 
differing light and water require- 
ments since they will.not grow 
together successfully for very 
long. 

Also plants should be selected 
for their slow growth since you do 
not want these plants growing to 
the top within a very short period 


of time. Up 
rather than 


ed you have purchased your 
plants or gotten ings from your 
existing plants these sl be set 
in the terrarium in E soil mix, 
but not any deeper than they we: 
growing in the container that you 
purchased them in. 


After the plants have been 
placed in the terrarium and soil 
gently packed around them apply a. 
small quantity of water to settle 
them in. Be very careful that you 
do notget the soil excessively wet. 
If you have a terrarium with a 
glass cover it is not necessary to 
water except at infrequent in- 
tervals. If you have a terrarium 
that has an open top it probably 
would be necessary to water once 
every two to three weeks depend- 
ing on the type of plants involyed. 


tions. 

\The first thing to do in preparing 
a terrarium is to chose an at- 
tractive type of container. Select a 
large enough container to allow for 
the growth of the various plants 
that will be going into it. Also 
select a terrarium that would be 
relatively easy to plant since those 
with unusual size or small openings 
make planting much more difficult. 

After deciding on a style and 
size container you are ready to 
prepare fór planting. Since these 
containers do not have drainage 
holes it is important that you make 
provisions to help the soil drain. 
Most people will put about an inch 
layer of gravel in the bottom of the 
container. This will allow excess 
water from the soil to filter down. 


The objective with a terrariuin 
is to keep plants healthy but 
growing slowly and to do this you 
should not fertilize except when 
absolutely necessary. If a ter- 
rarium is fertilized frequently 
plants soon outgrow it.

Green's headquarters two weeks ago,” I told mv colleague ja we 
warmed ourselves at the kitchen hearth of William Keith's home; 

“TIl wager two things,” chirped Ellis. “Firstly, a bottle of brandy-was 
involved; secondly, Paine as asleep at the time you saw his w 
Iignored the knowing smile on'the face of my partner and 
read aloud my notes of the Paine article: , ATN 

“These are the times that try men's souls. The summer soldier: and 
the sunshine patriot will, in this Crisis, shrink from the se: ;òl 
country. But he that stands it NOW, deserves the thanks 
woman. 

“Tyranny, like hell, is not easily conquered. Yet we have: ‘this 
consolation with us, that the harder the conflict, the more glorious: the 
triumph...” 

William Ellis, who is not by nature an emotional man, was visibly. 
moved by these words. So, I must admit, was I - and hopefully, will 
those reluctant and ragged men of our army who may soon be reading 
them. 

Ellis wiped his nose with a dark gfay rag too disreputable to be 
called kerchief. Both of us sat silently staring into the glowing coals, 
noe uncomfortable with our welling emotions. I decided-to change the 
subject. 

“Did you hear how Lee was captured?” I rasped. 

Ellis nodded. "It was.the luckiest Friday the 13th in memory when

« that damned fool was taken. Lucky his army was untouched, too. 


They'll be here under John Sullivan in a couple of days," he replied.
